A Tunnel Collision. 


The Los Angeles express, due in 
Oakland at 5:30 P. 
M. yesterday, 
collided with a work-train in the Al­ 
tamont tunnel, about nine miles from 
Livermore, at 7 o'clock last nighty 
The fireman of the express was killed 
outright. 
Harry G. Hubbard of 939 
Wood street, the engineer, was pinned 
by the wreckage against the boiler of 
his locomotive, and was frightfully 
mangled. 
He suffered untold tor­ 
ture, and at 12 o'clock last night, 
when the last news was had from ^he 
scene of the collision, Hubbard, in 
tis agony, wa* praying <hati& might 
•die.

for half a century Great Britain has 
upheld 
the 
Mosquito 
Indians in 
their claim of autonomy and has vir­ 
tually ruled the country, in

United States to do, if it desire to 
assert itself, and that is to 
demand 
that Great Britain take its hands off 
altogether and allow Nicaragua to 
dispose of the Mosquito coast ques­ 
tion for itself. 
All thst has kept such 
weeklings as Chief Clarence in exis­ 
tence has been the belief that Eng­ 
land would back up a revolt against 
Nicaragua, for a sufficient considera­
